HERE is not one Commodity or Ingredient us'd in the making Green Soap, 
but what a Duty is already laid upon it by Act of Pafliament, viz.

The whole of which Duty already laid, amounts to one Halfpeny per Pound; and if 
the intended Duty of one Peny per Pound be more laid upon the Soap it ſelf, when 
made, it will not only ruin the Trade, and conſequently not raiſe the Money propos'd 
thereby, but alſo deſtroy the other Duties above, laid upon Oil, Pot-A ſhes and Tallow, 
which are brought to England in Returns for Cloth, Fiſh, Lead, Tin, Serges, Bays, and 
other Manufactures of this Kingdom. | | | | 
II cannot therefore bear any other Duty, unleſs a further Duty be laid upon Ball, Cake 
and White Soap, at leaſt ſo as to make Ball, Cake and White Soap bear an equal Duty 
with Green Soap, and that for the following Reaſons viz. 5 | 
I. WHITE, Soap is made of Engliſh Wood-A ſhes, 
Ferne-Aſhes, _. | 
Greaſe or Kitchenſtuff, and

None of which Particulars pay any Duty whatſoever, except Tallow, which is but a 
Trifle ; ſo conſequently that Soap can be made, and will be ſold, much cheaper than the 
other where ſuch Duties are laid. 


II. The Price of Soap is already by reaſon of the Duties, and dcar- 


neſs of the ſeveral Ingredients almoſt doubled, and thereby the Trade is already much 
Decay'd, and the People uſe Cake Soap, Ball Soap and White Soap, made of the Ingre- 
diehts laſt ahovementioned inſtead thereof. 


HE. The intended Duty on Lime, will be a Duty of near Cent. per Cent. for what each | 


Soapmaker within the Bills of Mortality, now uſeth of that Commodity. 

IV. That the Dearneſs of the Commodity will put People that uſe Quantities, to make 
Soap for their own Uſe themſelves. | 
V. The People uſing Soap, eſpecially great Quantities, will buy that Commodity that 
is cheapeſt, ſo that the Cake Soap, Ball Soap and White Soap, which raiſes no Duty, and 
pays no Cuſtoms, will de preferred, and that which raifes a great Sum of Mony already 
to the Government, will be deſtroy'd, and thereby leſs Tallow, Oil and Pot-A ſhes, will 
be Imported, and conſequently thoſe Duties leſſen'd, and the Government diſappointed 
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in raiſing the intended Duty, and leſs Cloath, Fiſh, Lead, Tian, Serges, Bays, and other

VI. This manifeſtly appears by the Entries at the Cuſtom-Houſe, for that ſince the 
above Duties have been laid, half the Quantities of Oil, &c. have not been imported as 
before, and this can no ways be prevented, 5 5 
But by laying a Duty of a Half-peny ia the Pound on Green Soap, and a Peny in the 
Pound on all Ball, Cake, and White _ - SY 

One Peny in the Pound on Green Soap, and Three-half-pence' in the Pound on all Ball, 
Cake and White Soap; and in either of thoſe Caſes it will be but an equal Tax on both.
